The Sioux Indians of this reserva- 
tion, having given up their land in 
Minnesota, were transferred by the 
Government to Fort Totten, the most 
delightful spot in North Dakota, 
where they lived peaceful, hanpv 
and content over thirty years. Large 
sums of money have been expended 
bv the Government for the civiliza- 
tion of those Indians, and now, that 
they are leaving aside their pagan 
wavs and beginning to be civilized 
and citizens of the United States^ 
have taken their land in severalty, 
feel ambitious to keep up to the 
white man; and are working their 
farms under the management of their 
worthy and energetic Indian Agent, 
Major Getchell and thus making 
such progress that, they will soon 
become self supporting and thrifty 
farmers; the white man steps in and 
to his envious eye the beautiful and 
picturesque Fort Totten Reservation 
is far too good for the Indians. J he 
Government must purchase their 
land and that rich fertile soil and 
the fine thick growth of timber bor- 
dering Devil’s Lake must fall into 
the hands of the white man, who, as 
he says, will make good use of it, 
build elegant homes on it; and the 
Indians must be removed to the 
Missouri River and located on the 

sand hills north of Cannon Ball, 
the home of the covotes and prai- 

rie dogs. 

Such has been the theme of the 
news-papers for weeks past, and 
such has been the object of meetings 
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held bv the white people all around 
the reservation. One special meet- 
ing was called and held at Devil’s 
Lake City, the home of Senator 
Bansbrough, and in said meeting it 
was decided, by delegates from 
Devil’s Lake and neighboring towns 
that, a Memorial be sent to both 
houses of Congress and have our 
North Dakota representatives; place 
or rather push the matter before 
Congress and bring their great am- 
bition — the opening of the Fort Tot- 
ten Reservation to the whites,: and 

the sending away the Indians, - to a 
speedy and successful issue. 

The Indians have not been inactive 

during ail this time. They too, have 
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held meetings and nave protested 
in the strongest terms against such 
an injustice, and that the many 
claims they have already on the 
Government will never be paid. 
They also drew up a memorial, 
which they send through their Atrent 
to the Hon. Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, the words of which are as 
folio ws: —

Dear Sir; — 

Ye your Indians in 
council assembled resolve: That the 

news-papers around the vicinitv had 
published “That the Indians agree 
to sell their land to the Covernment 
and move to Standing Rock Agency” 
are untrue; we have no idea of 
changing. Therefore, we beg' vou 
to notify the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs with regard to this matter. 

The Government located us here 
in treaty of 1867. Therefore we 
do’nt want the white citizens of the 
vicinity to remove us from the place. 
We deem it the Government's place 
to try to negotiate with the Indians 
at the end of twenty-five years, 
(meaning after taking land in sever- 
alty.) We have manv claims against 
the Government, for which we will 
never be paid, and therefore, it is 
useless for us to negotiate anv fur- 
tlier. We also, oppose the bridg- 
ing of the Pelican Point. 

We beo' you. to notify the Com- 
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missioner of Indian affairs of all 
these things and to take immediate 
action is the sincere wish of your In- 
dians.

council before him and made known 
all their grievances. Inspector Mc- 
Connell responded in a very kind 
and encouraging manner, — told them 
they need not fear that the whites 
would take their land and force them 
to leave house and home; the govern- 
ment would protect their rights as 
government wards even, if necessary 
to call upon the whole U. States 
army to do so. Be said also, that, 
if they wished to sell the surplus 
land which they do not want or need 
they were free to do so but, that they 
must not forget their children who 
also, need land. Be advised them 
to be sparing of their timber, not 
to cut it down without necessity, 
as later on they and their children 
would be without any and would 
themselves, be obliged to buy 
wood. The Indians were very much 
pleased with the deep and sin- 
cere interest Inspector McConnell 
manifested in their welfare.
